A shut- 
ter having been procured, he directed it to be 
laid down at his mde, and moving very cau- 
tiously, #0 as not to disturd the limb, soon con 
trived w edge himself upen it; it was then 
raised by four of the bystanders, and in thus 
manner he was carried to his residence 

A tew moments’ consideration wil! convince 
us of the impropriety of rawing the body from 
the ground It may readily be conceived that 
by preserving the horizontal if the 
lamb be straight, encased as it is by its various 
muscles and integuments, the broken bone will
